— Carya 
oralis ( Wang.) Sarg. var. hirstda (.\sh(‘) Sarg. (.se(' Sargent , ('. S., 
Bot. (laz. 66: 247, 1918) has b(>en collected in several localities 
near Northampton, Mass., and on Meetinghou.se Hill, Win¬ 
chester, N('W Hampshire. This variety differs from the other 
varieties or forms of the species in having the rachis and often the 
lower surface of the haiflets dens(4y pube.scent, some of the hairs 
fa.scicled, others singl(‘. Sev(‘ral feature's vary as in the species 
as a whole. Thus, the leafh'ts range' freun 5 to 7; the fruit is 
epiite' diveiLse in shape' anel size', in the' ameeunt e)f s|)litting e)f the 
husk, and in the remghne.ss e)f its .surfae'e; the bark varies fre)m 

se'.aly to tight. The fruit on .se)me' trees approaches that of C. 
glabra. This variety is probably founel le)cally throughout much
